Receiving his Bachelor of Sci- 
ence degree in 1929 from the 
Colorado Agriculture and Mechan- 
ical Arts College, Dr. McNaughton 
went to the University of Chicago, 
from which he received his Mas- 
ter’s degree in 1935 and later re- 
ceiving his Doctor of Education 
with distinction from Stanford 
University in 1942.
